degree that President Arthur's course 
has been denounced by tho professional 
politicians it has been acceptable to the 
country, and has produced a general 
feeling of confidence and respect for tun 
administration, Bays Harper's Weekly.

While the professional politicians sneer, 
the good sense of the people applaud, 
and the President himself mast see that 
precisely as fast and as far as he dis- 
regards the wishes of party hucksters he 
commends his administration to an hon- 
orable place in American history.

cago the other day Judge Field; men- 
tioned a matter that is probably not 
generally known, 
that the Supreme 


Court Judges, when traveling upon the 
circuit, pay their own expenses. "A 
member of the Supreme Court," he 
said, "is the only government official 
who has to pay his own expenses."
